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ABOUT PRICES AND LIVING. 

Some of us are not interested in polities, cthers 
do not care.for religion, and still others are 
apatibetic about the general news of the world, 
what is going on in forcign countries, etc., but all 
of us are interested in the problems of the cost 
of living, for that comes right home to each and 
all of us. 

Food prices are showing a slight raise in price, 
largely because the season of plentiful and cheap 
vegetables is about over. They are, however, 25 
per cent lower than they were a year ago, but 
still 53 per cent higher than in 1913. Retail 
prices, according to all the facts and figures, jhave 
not fallen in keeping with wholesale prices, indi- 
cating excessive prices on the part of retailers, 
though it should be taken into consideration that 
the overhead and incidental expenses of retailing 
is larger than wholesaling, and the bookkeeping, 
credit accounts and delivery to many patrons all 
‘costs money. The prices of cattle are so low that 
there is little or no profit to the raiser, but the 
prices of meat to. the consumer have fallen very 
little, not near in conformity with the prices of 
cattle and sheep received by the producer. Rents 
are still up to double what they were five years 
ago. Prices of commodities and the general cost 
of living must ocme down lower than present 
levels, or else there will have to be a big revival 
in industry, because with indugtry where it is 

and so much unemployment the people cannot 
pay present costs. The peak of a year ago showed 
the dollar of 1913 to be worth only 50 cents in 
purchasing power; now it is worth 75 cents. 
Relative to wages in connection with the living 
costs, an eastern paper aptly remarks: 
“Workers who are holding out for higher prices 


for their labor are foolish. Workers pay their 
own wages. Wages are only good in another 
form. If workers hold their own wage at a 


higher rate than the goods which they manufac- 
ture are worth, they are taking more than js 
just. from. other workers that must buy the goods. 
These will ictalHiate: by raising their own wages, 
and the. firet will in turn have to pay the ad- 
vaneed dages of the others.”

Mr. Ripley goes to'Samoa 
on private business under in- 
structions from me, having to 
do with matters in which I am 
employed as counsel.. As it is 
quite impossible for me to go 
to the Islands at this time, I 
have requested Mr. Ripley to go 
for me. You are advised that 
I have- communicated with the 
honorable, the secretary of the 
Navy, Edwin Denby, advising him 
of Mr. Ripley’s intention to leave 
for the Islands at the time stated 

nd that he is acting under my 
adtice in matters in which. I 
have been retained as counsel, 
which have to do with private 
affairs. While in Washington 

recently, I had the honor of 
meeting the henorable, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who accorded 
me an interview with him; since 
which time, I ‘have received per- 
sonal letters from him as well 
from the Judge Advocate Gene- 
ral of the Navy, who likewise ac- 
corded me lengthy interview 
while I was in Washington, 

I beg to assure you that the 
business I am sending Mr. Rip- 
ley to the Islands to attend w, 
has nothing whatever to do with 
the naval affairs of the Islands. 
I am writing this letter for the 
reason that when Mr. Ripley went 
to the Islands last year on strict- 
ly private business, then as now, 
acting under my advice, he was 
arrested without any cause or 
provocation and without any. 
charges being made against him, 
and mlaced in a guardhouse. I 
have. taken, it upon myself to 
assure him that his mission is a 
lawful one and that he will not 
be molested in carrying out my 
instructions, which have to do 
“twith private matters and nothing 

whatever to do with the naval 

affairs on the Islands. Mr. Rip- 
ley is an American citizen who 
enjoys an enviable reputation in 
the ¢ommunity in which he lives, 
and among those who know him; 
he served with credit as an 

American soldier in France dur- 

ing the late war. You are fur- 
ther advised that a copy of this 
letter has been transmitted: to 
the honorable, the Secretary~of 

the Navy at Washington, D. C. 

While at sea and before arriving 
at Samoa, I was presented with an 
identification certificate, which I was 


required to fill out and advised that

This was on 
August 15th, 1921. As I started to 
go down the gang plank .this same 
officer met me and stated that the 
Commandant desired to see me in 
his office. I replied that I wanted 
to see him also, but would like to 
postpone it until I had looked after 
my luggage. He answered that the 
Commandant wanted to see me at 
once, and thereupon led me by a 
round-about way back of the ware- 
houses, not by the street, to the 
Commandant’s office. I requested 
permission to have a witness accom- 
pany me, but my request was not 
granted,. When. we entered the Com- 
mIandant’s office, that officer arose 
and shook hands, saying: “Mr. Rip- 
ley, I am sorry to see you here, I 
knew. before you ‘eft. San Francisco.

I 
said, “if you will gather all the 
Samoans chiefs together, I will give 
the report to them, as they are the 
Samoan Government and the report 
is sent to them, and I will do so 
in your presence, as there is nothing 
concealed about it and nothing that 
I do not desire you to know.” He 
did not reply to this, but asked: 
“Who did Mr. Hannum see in’Wash- 
ingten?” I said, “He saw various, 
members of Congress; certain heads 
of Departments; the Secretary of the 
Navy and the President.” Then. he 
‘said: “I don’t care how many Con- 
gressmen and Senators are on your 
side,” and so saying, arose and 
ordered the officer who had taken 
me to his office to conduct me back 
to the steamer and. requested thé 
officer to see that I did not -leave 
any communications ashore. or com-' 
municate with anybody. Then I asked 
him if I could .not go to Apia in 
British Samoa and await the return 
of the “Sonoma” from Sydney there, 
but he replied, “No.” I won't trust 
you; you are too dangerous.”
